The persistent rumor that 
Harts Island Road will be closed 
off is not true, but there will be a 
temporary detour set up for con* 
struetion to take place. 

In approximately four to six 
months, the City of Shreveport 
will begin repaving Kings 
Highway, including Harts Island 
Road, Harts Island provides ac- 
cess to LSUS for many students. 

How wilt this affect the 
students? "it will be a lot of trou¬

in 1981 the federal courts ruled 
that Louisiana maintains a dual 
system of public higher educa- 
lion, In short, the courts accused 
Louisiana public col leges of being 
racially segregated, 

A decision handed down by the 
U.S. District Court in December 
of 198? found the state's higher 
education system still guilty of 
segregation. 

"It's regrettable that the 
system remains segregated/ 1 
said Dr. Robert H. Smith, 
chancellor of Southern Universi 
ty in Shreveport. Southern Is one 
among the local colleges involved 
in the suit, 

"As of this fall. Southern's 
white enrollment has increased 
more than 100 percent/' said 
Chancellor Smith. "I’m sure It is 
the highest increase you'd find in 
Louisiana/' 

Chancellor Smith said that 
Southern experienced a $25 tui¬ 
tion increase for the fall. 
"Southern relies totally on state 
funds," said Smtih. "Southern 
has not significant private sup 


employee of the City of 
Shreveport Engineer Depart¬ 
ment during a recent telephone 
conversation. The department 
hopes the detour will help in some 
way to maintain the traffic dur¬ 
ing the construction. 

Around 4,450 cars are 
registered on campus, about 40 
percent of the people use this 
road to enter and exit the cam¬ 
pus. With only two existing en¬ 
trances and exits, this detour is 
sure to create many more pro¬ 
blems. 

The people who currently use 
this exit will most likely be forced 
to use the main entrance. Thus 
traffic may become hectic. 
Students may attempt to develop 
their own detour and cut straight 
through the campus to leave 
faster. Another possible problem 
Is the increase in the number of 
on-cam pus and intersection ac¬ 
cidents. This could be a hazard 
especially in the morning when 


port or support from businesses 
which puts a strain on the univer¬ 
sity," 

Gov t Buddy Roemer ap¬ 
pointed a task force to end the 
segregation problem. Composed 
of 22 members, the local group is 
reviewing plans that all parties 
can agree upon. 

A number of things could 
result from the task force's ef 
forts.

"Shreveport definitely needs a 
community college system/' said 
Dr. Robert H. Rasmussen, assis¬ 
tant to the president of the LSU 
system. He added that LSUS and 
Southern University of 
Shreveport are two different in¬ 
stitutions. 'Tm not sure merging 
is a solution." 

A big difference between 
LSUS and Southern ot Shreveport 
is that LSUS is a four-year

Despite the efforts of LSUS 
and other local colleges to in- 
er ease other - r ace en rol I m ents, 
the courts find "the matter is 
presently in the same posture it 
would have been, had not concent 
decree ever been filed/' ac.cor¬ 
ding to the suit. 

According to the suit, in 1981, 
around 55 percent of black 
students enrolled at institutions 
of public higher education'in the 
state were enrolled at 
predominantly white institutions. 
In 1987, this figure fell to about 47 
percent, 

"The mere existence of a 
school with a student body of 
predominantly one race is not in 
violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment/' according to the

This is true if it can be shown 
that this "condition did not result 
from international segregation 
actions on the part of the state." 

LSU BR is the only university 
in Louisiana which has im¬ 
plemented a selective admissions 
policy. Any Louisiana citizen who 
has graduated from high school 
can attend the Louisiana public 
college of his choice, regardless 
of the person's academic 
qualifications. Since the enact¬ 
ment of the Civil rights Act of 
1964, Louisiana has no longer 
recognized its institutions of 
higher education as being either 
for "whites" or "blacks" 

Defendants in the suit feel that 
a racially identifiable dual 
system is constitutional fcs long 
as there is a freedom of choice in 
a state's public higher education 
system. 

The task force hopes to reach 
a decision by Nov, 22, 1988. if 
they (the task force) haven't 
reached a decision by then, the 
courts will reach a decision early 
next year," said Bogue. 

"I'd like to see alt institutions 
in the state funded appropriate¬ 
ly," said Rasmussen. "The in¬ 
stitutions are severly under 
funded which causes problems."

As a member of the white 
business community, I feel com¬ 
pelled to respond to your editorial 
demanding the resignation of 
Larry English. 

By stating that Mr. English's 
comments concerning our racial 
problems will only alienate the 
business community and 
threaten the monetary support of 
the University, you display a 
rather low opinion of this group. 
We are not such a narrow¬ 
minded, easily threatened group 
that we withdraw all support 
when criticized. I for one reject 
being pigeonholed by such a 
sweeping general ization * 

I am certainly aware that my 
civic involvement impacts upon 
my business. But if l eschewed 
any potential I v difficult or con¬ 
troversial involvement because I 
was afraid my beliefs would of¬ 
fend or alienate current or pro¬ 
spective clients, I would rarely 
get involved in anything that 
might make a real difference in 
this community. And I would be 
guilty of believing, as you seem 
to. that the pursuit of money 


should be the number one con¬ 
cern of us all. If business people 
concerned themselves only with 
the concerns of fund-raisin (sic) 
to the exclusion of working for the 
better men f of our city we would 
soon have no resources from 
which to raise funds. A few years' 
experience and a passionate 
belief in leaving a better legacy 
for my children have helped me 
to understand that both are 
necessary, 

I was not aware that Larry 
English purported to be "speak' 
ing for the black community" 
when he made his comments, or 
positioned himself as a the leader 
of black students ®n campus. I 
have in fact repeatedly heard 
him say In public thal no one per- 
son can speak for the black com¬ 
munity as a whole. Never have I 
heard him try lo represent black 
students on campus. 

You seem to indicate that one 
of the criteria for leadership 
should be a lack of disagreement 
with other leaders. The implica¬ 
tion is that Mr, English should 
simply nod his head and keep his 
mouth shut so that no possible 
conflict could occur. I believe 


that having the integrity to stand 
for sincere convictions is a more 
Important message for LSU-S to 
send to the community than mute 
agreement which does not risk 
possible funding. Your own 
chancellor has often been quoted 
on the importance of having the 
courage of one's commitment, 
even when it means one stands 
alone. 

i doubt that the chancellor 
would place the stringent limits 
you suggest on any assistant he 
might hire, What worries me, 
however, is the future of our com¬ 
munity if all students espouse 
your single-minded concern with 
money to the exclusion of com¬ 
mitment. You will find as you 
grow older that life is at times dif¬ 
ficult and poses conflicts that af¬ 
fect our jobs, our friends and our 
families. But we must face those 
potential conflicts with courage 
and commitment or we will ail 
live in a community which is in¬ 
creasingly improverished in 
every sense of the word.

Career center lists jobs

Jobs are available lor 
students willing to work. There 
are several approaches a student 
can take to find the right ]ob. One 
of the best resources for career 
information is people. 

Bill Stowe, director of place¬ 
ment and planning at LSUS, says 
new job openings are listed 
through the career center daily. 
According to Stowe, many of the 
available fobs are part-time, 
range from general office 
workers to restaurant help. 
"Most of these jobs pay 
anywhere from minimum wage 
to $7 an hour, depending on the 
type of work/* Stowe said. 

"The major quality that 
employers are looking for is so¬ 
meone with good communication 
skills. It doesn't matter whether 
the person is babysitting or work 1 
ing full-time for a ma[or com 
party, communication skills still 
rank number one/ 1 Stowe said. 

The career center has many 
full-time lob openings for 
students near graduation, Stowe 
said, "Seniors who are planning 
to graduate in May of'89, should 
start planning and interviewing 
with companies now." Stowe ad' 
vises students to use the career 
library. It Is available to anyone. 

One problem Lisa Johnson, 
assistant manager of Gadzooks in 
Pierre Bossier Mall, foresees is

that "Most people do not want to 
start at the low end of the ladder 
and work their way up. Instead 
they complain about the lack of 
available fobs," Johnson, a 
junior public relations major, 
said in the past she had viewed 
the job openings in the career 
center and there were many to 
choose from.

An article passed me recent¬ 
ly that presented some very in¬ 
teresting information. Accor 
ding to Michael W. Hirschorn, 
writing in The Chronicle of Higher 
Education (March 30, 1988), 

students over 25 years old make 
up 45 percent of campus enroll* 
ment nationwide. 

This means there are 
roughly six million adult 
students, both undergraduate 
and graduate, who qualify as 
nontraditional students. Using 
the College Board Report, "How 
Americans in Transition Study 
for College Credit/' Hirschorn 
went on to explore the 
academic community's reac¬ 
tion to this proliferation of older 
students. 

The radical change in the 
makeup of the average student 
body has caused problems 
across the country which many 
universities have yet to deal 
with, Cynthia S. Johnson, Col¬ 
umbia University's Teacher's 
College, said: "Our adults are 
in transition and in increased 
need of life-span learning. Our 
institutions have not respond¬ 
ed/' 

Just what does "not 
responded" mean? Most of the 
complaints were about lack of 
sympathy from university ad¬ 
ministrators and professors 
over the everyday situations 
that the nontraditional students 


had to deal with. These pro¬ 
blems affect class attendance 
and test performance. 

For example, over 60 per 
cent of the nontraditional stu¬ 
dent pool are women. Many of 
their problems include: lack of 
family support, inadequate 
child care facilities, family 
emergencies, and managing 
their homes along with study¬ 
ing for school. 

Some women have had mar¬ 
riages collapse because of their 
desire to attend school. Others 
have seen mates leave after the 
have graduated and secured a 
good-paying [ob. 

Many complaints center 
around degree requirements 
which (except for military ex¬ 
perience) fail to allow any 
credit or acknowledgement of 
life experiences that could 
more than qualify them for ad¬ 
vanced level courses. Instead, 
nontrads are forced to take 
courses that have been design¬ 
ed strictly with incoming high 
school graduates in mind. 

The recent high school 
graduates want to know "how" 
while the nontrads want to 
know "why." This leads to 
frustatlon in the classroom. 

Professor Marica Yudkin of 
Smith College wrote of a 
classroom 'revolt' by older 
students in the October 1987 
Issue of Ms. magazine. Her

Norman Provizer: 

Boston background, New Orleans soul

Politics and jazz play impor 
tant roles in our society, accor 
ding to Norman Provizer, 
political science professor, 

Provizer has amassed a col¬ 
ossal record collection (mainly 
jazz), the result of listening to 
music on a regular basis since he 
was about 13 or 14 years old, 

"I've had three decades to ac 
cumulate things/' he said. 
"That's one advantage of age/' 

Provider's love for this genre 
of music has spawned new 
avenues of pleasure and profit. 
Until recently, he hosted a 
regular Tuesday night jazz show 
on KDAQ. 

"First of all, doing the jazz 
show was fun, he said. " But it 
also played a role because jazz is 
one of our most important in¬ 
digenous art forms." 

In addition, Provizer works 
for Jazziii the world's largest jazz 
magazine. He writes a 'hard-core 
jazz' column called "Outside In" 
as well as feature stories on 
various artists. 

Provlzer's political expertise 
Is also in demand. He occasional¬ 
ly writes editorials for the 
Shreveport Journal, usually involv¬ 
ing political polls. He is also the 
political analyst for KTBS. 

Provizer refers to the ongoing 
Bush-Dukakis battle as a "very 
strange election", filled with un¬ 
savory campaign tactics. "If 
Bush should end up winning the 
election, I'm not sure that his en¬ 
tire campaign will help in govern¬ 
ing the country." 

The liberal views of Michael 
Dukakis are more in tune with 


those of Provizer {although he 
admits to having a "Boston 
bias"). "I agree with a lot of his 
policies," he said. 

As for the Dan Quayle con¬ 
troversy, Provizer said, "The 
positive thing is that it draws at¬ 
tention to the most neglected 
position in the country — the vice- 
president. The vice-president's 
role in life Is to play vulture, to 
circle the White House and wait 
for something to happen to the 
president." 

Provizer is critical of the 
Republican party's glorification 
of its relations with the Soviet 
Union. "The funniest thing is that 
their 'big' accomplishment is the 
INF Treaty with Russia. It's 
ironic that they are playing up 
their relations with what Reagan 
called 'the Evil Empire'. These 
guys crucified Jimmy Carter for 
negotia>ing with the Soviet 
Union." 

The 19B4 Treen Edwards cam 
paign was a costly one for Pro¬ 
vizer . Although "it was clear that 
Edwards would win," Provizer 
wagered with several students 
that Edwards would not garnish 
60 percent of the vote. Edwards 
finished with 64 percent, forcing 
Provizer to buy Big Macs for his 
class. "It's a classic example of 
students knowing more than pro¬ 
fessors", he said. 

Travelling the world is a hob¬ 
by tor the bearded professor. On 
a sabbatical last year, Provizer 
accompanied his wife and 
daughter on a trip that covered 
Thailand, India and Nepal* 
Referring to his six-year-old 
daughter, he said, "It was in¬ 
teresting to see the world through 
littleeyes." 


Other travels have included 
Europe, Africa, South America 
and the Middle East. Provizer 
has visited Israel and Italy, and 
was In France during its national 
elections. Provizer's only dif¬ 
ficulty abroad was a "customs 
scare" in cocaine-laden Bogota 
Columbia, where he purchased a 
suspicious looking, life-size 
wooden horse. 

Baseball is a touchy subject 
for Provizer, since his beloved 
Red Sox were swept by Oakland 
in the play-offs, "I spent many of 
my formative years in Fenway 
Park...in the cheap seats," he 
said, 

William Pederson, political 
science professor, who is col¬ 
laborating with Provizer on the 
first book on the judicial system 
of Northwest Louisiana, said, 
"He adds a much-needed laid- 
back approach to life at L5US." 
Pederson, an admirer of Pro¬ 
vizer's "iazzy beard," added, 
"For someone from the New 
England establishment, he's not 
too bad." 

Milton Finley, history pro 
fessor, and Provizer differ on 
political perspectives. However, 
Finley was quick to emphasize 
their similarities rather than 
their differences: "We agree on a 
lot of things, such as teaching 
philosophy and teacher/student 
relations. We obviously disagree 
on a lot of political issues." 

Sophomore Harvey Giblin 
characterized Provizer as 
"somewhat psychotic." "Norm 
'Jazzman' Provizer is like a cross 
between William F. Buckley and 
Stephen King with a touch of 
Bruce Dern/' he said. Another 
student called Provizer "a pretty 
cool dude".
